surrendered, These dispatches fully confirm 
the telegram received earlier this morning 
from Rio by the Rothschilds Banking House 


ot Da Gama 's surrender. 

The Brazilian Minister here, upon being in- 
formed of the contents of these dispatches, 
said that he had no doubt that the news was 
true. The Brazilian Minister added that 
Aamiral De Mello now only had command of 
the Republic, and that the final collapse 
of the revolt is only a question of a few days. 

Baron Rothschild, upon being questioned 
by your representative as to the source from 
which he bad received the dispatch announc- 
ing the surrender of Da Gama, said that the 
Cable message came to dim from what he 
considered to be a most reliable source, and 
that he had no reason to doubt its ac- 
curacy. 

In conclusion the Brazilian Minister gaid 
that from the source from which the news 
Was received from Rio regarding the sur- 
render of Admiral Da Gama there cannot be 


the slightest question as to its truth, 
although no official confirmation has 
reached him. A high official of the 


British Foreign Office, who was ques- 
tioned as to the accuracy of the 
Gispatches, expressed the opinion that it 
might be true that the rebel Admiral bad 
surrendered tothe United States Admiral, 
as it would be the easiest way out of a great 
difficulty. In conclusion tne foreign official 
said he did not see what the United States 
Admiral would do with Admiral Da Gama

KUCHAU’S DESTRUCTION. 


ING THE CITY.

Faller Details of the Earthquake Horror 
im Northern Persia. 


San Francisco, Cal., Jan. 30.—Advices 
brought by the steamer Belgic confirm re- 
ports of the terrible calamity which befe! the 
city of Kuchau in Northern Persia. It is now 
known that fully 12,000 persons were killed, 
many of them being swallowed up by the 
gaping earth. . 

Full details of the disaster had not been 
learned when the Belgie salled from Yoko- 
homa, but it was stated that the loss of life 
would probably greatly exceed the number 
Mentioned, 

The city lies at the foot of a mountain 
Johau Kuh, which rises toa height of 11. 
feet above the sea, andthe town itself had 
an elevation of 8,000 feet above sea level. 

The reports which had reached China and 
Japan say that the city was first heaved up 
as though riding on the crestofa mighty 
wave, and then sunk far below the former 
level. The mighty mountains which towered 
above it seemed to be rent asunder to a depth 
of 500 feet, and portions of the sides of the 
fissure burst outasif bya subterranean ex- 
r'iosion and were hurled in great masses to 
ths valley below. 

Kuchau was a led ci ty and before the 
Calamity had a popalation of 20,000. It is es 
timated that of this number not more than 
2,000 escaped injury. 

The upheaval was preceded and accom- 
panied by a rumbling noise, which, at the 
time the wave was at its crest, 
swelled into a roar more appalling 
than the loudest thunder. There was 
no means of escape for the terror-stricken 
people. Buildings were crushed to pleces in 
aniostant. Many of tnem were hurled into 
gaping fissures where the earth was rent 
and with their occupants buried far below 
the surface of the round. 

The district in which the lost city was situ- " 
ated is a remarkably fertile and prosperous 
one. The valley was thickly dotted along 

Atrek, which watered it, 

villages. Just what 

of human life was 

by the awful visitation in these valley 

towns had not been learned when the 

Belgie sailed, but it was reported that 50,000 

head of cattle, grazing on the pastures of 

the mountain slopes were killed. It is prob- 

able that the loss of life in the Atrek Valley 

has been great. There is no record of a 

similar disturbance of the earthinthis part 
of Asia in modern history. 

There was it is said, no premonitory signs 
of an earthquake and if escape had been pos- 
sible to the people of thecity with a little 
warning of what was to come, they were 
wholly unprepared for the disaster, as it 
came with the suddenness and swiftness of 
the lightning’s stroke.

To the Honorable the Judges of the Supreme Court 
of the District of Columbia: 

James Richard Sovereign, General Master Work- 
man of the Knights of Labor of the United States of 
America, who sues for himself and also in behaif 
of the members of the Koights of Labor (a 
voluntary association), who are simi- 
larly situated and who haves common and general 
interest in the questions iavolved herein, and who 
number about 300.000 and are too numerous to be 
named, bring this, their bill, against John Griffis 
Carlisle, Secretary of] the Treasury of the United 
States of America. ; 

nd thereupon yeur orators show unte your 
honors that they have in this their suit in equity 
other and different from the interests of the genera! 
public, for that of their number very many thou- 
sands are engaged and interested in the mining 
of silver in manv of the states and  terri- 
tories of the United States, to-wit: Col- 
orado, Nevada. Montana, Idaho, Oregon, Cali- 
fornia, Wyoming. Seuth Dakota, Utah, Arizona 
and New Mexiee, that their interests, engagement 
aad employment in said industry embrace substan- 
tially the entire of the said industry within the 
United States of America; and that preju- 
dices and damage to their said 
interests are other and different as 
well as greater than the injury or damege suffered 
by any other business or employment within the 
United States. That said interests are especialiy 
affected because the preduct of their labor may 
lawfuliy become, and in great proportion does 
pecome, the basis end material from which the ma- 
jority of our coin is made. and a discrimination 
against that product, whichis the necessary effec 
of the proposed issue and sale of bonds, causes your 
orators injury and damage other and different from 
that which is suffered by the genera! industry of the 
country. 

Your erators farther show that. together. they 
constitute more than 300, „and that the issue of 
the bonds as proposed involves an indebtedness of 

5 000,000, inciuding ner and interest, to be 

aid on said bonds, making an excess of 

1 per capita ef the entire populatien 
of the United states, on which, upon the basis of 
pro rate yeux erators would be compelied to pay 
more than $300,000; that your orators have a direct 
pecaniary interest in preventing the issue and sale 
of the preposed bonds, and nave aleo the further in- 
terests other and different from the genera! public 
asconnected with the product of silver itself as 
hereinbefore stated. 

The bill alleges that the service of process 
on Secretary Carlisle can only be obtained 
in the District of Columbia and then recites 
the terms of Secretary Carlisle’s proposal 
for bids for an issue of Government bonds 
tothe amount of $50,000,000, and states that 
Secretary Carlisle bases his authority on 
An act to provide for the resumption of 
specie payment. approved Jan. 14, 1878, and 
continues:

Charlies Dreher Killed Mrs. Bertha 
Huanicke and Shot Himeelf. 


Charles Dreher, a grocery clerk of 912 North 
Thirteenth street, shot and killed Mrs. 
Bertha Hunicke at her home, 821 Madison 
street, about 5 o’cloek yesterday afternoon, 
andthen turned thg pistol on himself and 
fired twice, both bullets passing clear 
through his head, as published in the 6 
o’clock Post-DistatcH. The tragedy was 
witnessed by little Winnie Hanson, the 6- 
year-old niece of the murdered woman. She 
ran screaming from the room and told her 


mother, Mrs. A. J. Hanson, sister of Mrs. 
Hunicke, what had happened. Mrs. Hanson 
rushing to Mrs. Hunicke’s room found the 
woman stretched lifeless upon the floor, with 
blood flowing from a wound in the left 
temple, while a little distance from her, with 
a smoking revolver in his band, sat Dreher. 
Blooa was streaming down his face and he 
seemed dazed as he stared wildly about bim. 
Seeing Mrs. Hanson, he sprang to his feet, 
picked upahatchet, turned and ned down 
the steps, thence out into the yard and over 
a back tence to the coopershop of Frank 
Plottman at 2110 North Ninth street, where 
he was shortly afterwards arrested by Capt. 
Kiely and several policemen who hud been 
summoned to the scene of the murder. 

Infidelity, guilty love and jealousy are as- 
cribed as the causesof the murder and at- 
tempted suicide. Mrs. Hunicke was the wife 
ot Wm. Hunicke, a switchman supposed 
now to be at Pacific, Mo. The coupie have 
been separated for some time, he claiming 
that she had been untrue to him and she 
that he was a heavy drinker. 

Dreher was employed in the grocery of P. 
Rosenbach & Son at 2200 North Broadway, 
one block from where the woman lived. 

Some time ago a chance acquaintance was 
struck up which ripened into friendship and 
developed into illicit love. 

It appears the woman tired of her young 
lover, who is but 26 years old, just as she had 
of her husband, and endeavored to dissuade 
him from visiting her. 

He wrote her frequent letters in which he 
declared nothing could separate them and 
that she would be sorry if she persisted in 
the course she was pursuing. 

A letter of this character witten on Jan. 11, 
was found, in which he spoke of visiting her 
soon to endeavor to Ax up’’ matters. 

Yesterday afternoon he called, and when 
her littte niece called her into the sitting 
room he 2 shooting.

NO COMPLICATIONS 

Some of the gentlemen who are preparing 
a municipal subway ordinance to offer to 
the Council think to strengthen the meas- 
ure by adding a provision for a municipal 
telephone. 
This does not seem wise. The pressing 
need just now is a subway in which all 
wires can be placed on terms which shall 
secure to the city all the franchise value of 
the undertaking. Not only the telephone 
but the electric light and telegraph com- 
panies are to use the conduits. The wires 
of all these companies must go under- 
ground. The principal object, the only 
object in fact of the municipal subway 
movement, is the abolition of an unsightly 
and hurtful nuisance. 
Letus accomplish one thing at a time 
and not imperil the subway by attacking its 
fortunes to another project which is likely 
to encounter even more opposition from a 
powerful corporation. 
The bill for a municipal telephone should 
stand by itself. Itis probably a long way 
in the future and the plans cannot be ma- 
tured for some time tocome. There is no 
objection to offering such a bill, however, 
for discussion and criticism. The sooner 
the agitation is begun the sooner it will be 
ended. But if too much is attempted in 
one measure there is danger that nothing 
at all will be accomplished.

IDEAL RELIEF WORE. 


A writerin the current Forum sums up 
the conditions under which public work 
may be devised for the relief of the unem- 
ployed with assurance of good results to 
the class of unfortunates for which 
it is intended and without detri- 
ment to any. The work must be 
continuous and hard “and the psy 
so moderate that none but needy and 
honest workers will be attracted to it. It 
should not disturb the general conditions 
of industrial activity. The workingmen 
ish to feel that they are earning every 
cent that is given to them, and are earning 
it fairly and honestly.’’ 

The Lake Employment plan filis these 
conditions ideally. It offers hard work 
at moderate pay for needy workingmen of 
this city. None but the worthy unem- 
ployed would care to accept it and 
none of any other kind will be permitted to 
reap the benefits of the fund. Every dollar 
will be paid in wages toa needy resident 
of St. Louis and every dollar will be fairly 
and honestly earned. 

But the result contemplated by the plan 
especially commends it. It proposes to 
give all citizens the benefit of a permanent 
and valuable public improvement. The 
work is of an extraordinary kind, 
which will not interrupt or affect the

from ordinary industries. The uyem- 
ployed will be supplied with the opportu- 
nity to earn bread for themselves and their 
families and the city will gain a beautiful 
lake which will adda charming attraction 
to the park landscape and will be a source 
of enjoyment to all the people.

What can the protectors of Amer- 
ican labor say for themselves in the face of 
the paradoxical situation prevailing in the 
soft coal districts of Pennsylvania?

A SPOBTSMAN’S PROTEST. 

In his interview in the SUNDAY Post- 
Disraron the Marquis of Queensberry 
goesa long way towards rehabilitating 
himself in the opinion of the mass of re- 
fined people who knew him only as the 
author of a set of rules to govern prize - 
ring fighting. 

This rehabilitation is accomplished not 
so much by the repudiation of the author- 
ship of the aforesaid rules as by his opposi- 
tion to prize fighting and the 
sensible reasons he gives therefor. 
The Marquis is an ardent lover 
of sport, but he does not think 
that the modern prize fight is sport. It is 
business and very disreputable business. 
It has degenerated,’’ says the Marquis, 
from a pure sport to a gambling machine 
and the moral sense of the people is aroused 
against it.“ The difference between a 
couple of athletes engaged in a contest of 
skill, strength and quickness for athletic 
honors and a couple of professional slug- 
gers fighting toa knock-out fora purse 
and side bets is a vast one. One promotes 
emulation in physical development and 
the other promotes sordid brutality and 
the vice of gambling. 

The intense interest ina fight between 
notable pugilists is natural. Mankind 
loves a contest. It admires manly quali- 
ties of skill, endurance, agility and 
strength. It worships the strong man. 
The successful pugilist, therefore, com- 
mands human admiration for his qualities 
although exciting repulsion and disgust 
for the use to which he puts them and che 
degradation of his manhood. The prize- 
fight is condemned in the minds of all per- 
sone of refinement, sound morals and good 
taste by its purpose and associations. The 
purpose of the prize fight is sordid greed. 
Its supporters and managers are gamblers 
and thugs among whom the designations 
‘*honest’’ or ‘‘gentleman’’ are such fare 
distinctions that they are regarded as dec- 
orative sobriquets. 

The general interest of people in a prize 
fight does not prove the general commen- 
dation of it, but it shows that the fondness 
of the people for manly sport isso strong 
that they enjoy it even in its degradation. 
But the moral sense and decency of people 
revolt at this degradation and hence the 
tendency of prize fighting is to destroy the 
noble sport of boxing. The Marquis of 
Queensberry is right, therefore, in saying 
that prize fighting must be abolished if the 
sportis to be preserved. The service he 
performed for the genuine sport by giving 
it an admirable set of rules is enhanced by 
his protest against their abuse for the pur- 
poses of brutal and sordid professionalism.

The action of the Board in rejecting so 
many bids had been anticipated by the 
parties interested and Mr. M. B. Jonas, 
the attorney, had been employed to be pres- 
ent and endeavor to head off the wholesale 
slaughter. In so doing he made a speech 
which, to a disinterested party, was at least 
very peculiar. 

Street Commissioner Murphy read a list of 
the bids to be rejected on the ground that 
the amounts were excessive. 

Mr. Jonas then asked that the Board delay 
action onthe matter for twenty-four or 
forty-eight hours until the interested par- 
ties could produce evidence to show that the 
amounts bid would givea mere margin for 
living over the actual cost of the work to be 
done. 

The bids, he said, allowed about $2.50 per 
wagon, whereas the city in having the 
sprinkling done had paid as muchas $3.50 to 
$5 per wagon. Many of the parties whose 
bids were to be rejected for certain districts 
were successful bidders in other dis- 
tricts. It was true that the 
prices bid in the districts which 
were to be rejected were somewhat higher 
than in those wherethey were to be ac- 
cepted, but the contractors had done this 
purposely. They had hoped that all bids 
would be accepted and they would have an 
opportunity to ‘‘average up’’ on the whole. 


A broad smile extended all around the board 
— at this frank and ingenuous admis- 
sion. 

Mr. Jonas went on, however, and stated 
that he thought all citizens wanted the 
sprinkling well done. and therefore it was 
the duty of the board to see that the con- 
tracts were let ata living figureto the con- 
tractors, It this was not done the contrac- 
— CORES not be expected to do satisfactory 
work. 

This statement was received with even a 
broader smile and the members wondered 
what further argument Mr. Jonas could ad- 
vance favoring a rejection of the bids. 

He stopped here, however, and threw his 
clients on the tender mercies of the board. 

Commissioner Holman moved the adoption 
of the report to reject thé bids, Commissioner 
Southard secondedjit and it was unanimously 
carried. 

Mr. Jonas, looking as though fhe had run 
against an iceberg, buttoned up his coat and 
hurried from the room, The committee 
then went on with its report.

This was considered a 
fair and reasonable figure based on the con- 
tracts of former years. In other districts, 
however, in which the bids were rejected

rom $600 to $600 per mile. 

The board could see no reason for this 
until Mr. Jonas admitted that his client 
wanted to even up and make a little mor 
money out of the combined contracts. 

The board did not look on it in this light, 
and the consequence is that some of the con- 
tractors who have been awarded contracts 
on their low bids feel that they have small 
white elephants on their hands which they 
are willing to part with for the asking.

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RIOTERS SUBDUED, 


The Demonstrations Have Temporarily 
Ceased About Mansfield. 


BITTER COLD WEATHER HAS HAD A 
QUIETING EFFECT. 


No Disturbance About the Mines This 
Mornijge andthe Men Are Returning 
to Work With Renewed Confidence— 
Préliminery Hearings of Some of the 
Leaders— Foreigners and Anarchists. 


MANSFIELD, Pa., Jan, 80.—A bitter cold 
wave which struck this valley yesterday was 
as much responsible as the deputies for pre- 
venting further demonstration bythe riot- 
ously inclined miners. It is certain that last 
night was absolutely free from disorder along 
the Bridgeville, Millers“ Run, Tom's Run and 
Pan-handle lines. The shivering deputies 
patrolling all night did not see a single man 
who seemed by his action to have any hostile 
intention against the tipples. 

The mob which assembled back of the 
Ridgeway mine yesterday got word that the 
deputies were watching them and like magic 
disappeared. Another crowd was seen above 
McDonald, but this morning even their 
tracks had been obliterated by the snow. 

Chief Deputy Sheriff Lowry made an early 
tour of the works up the Lake Erie lines and 
especially in the Tom’s Run district. He 
wired back that there were a number of men 
at work in the mines, and that confidence 
had been generally restored. An operator 
said that the presence of Deputy Sheriffs 
was having a wonderfully salutary effect 
upon the foreigners. Had they been in uni- 
form, though, the outbreak would have been 
curbed as quickly as it assumed the ascend - 
ancy. 

There is little doubt, however, that there 
still exists grounds for uneasiness from the 
very sullen silence of the men themselves. 
The fact that they show no disposition to re- 
turn to work and exhibit a spirit of defiance 
which may result in further disorder when 
the deputy Sheriffs leave causes some appre- 
hension. 


The situation at present is one of martial 
quietness, with all the larger pits guarded by 
armed A and wit the prompt ar- 
rest of all who are inclined to act disorderly 
peace m be thoroughly established again.

the poor, whoapply at the station in great 
numbers every morning. In this way 
people are reached who could not be got at In 
any other way. Many people have old clothes 
who would not take the trouble to bring 
them to the station themselves, but gladly 
give them tothe wagons when they come to 
deliver purchases.

DEATH OF COL. TAYLOR. 


State Librarian of Minnesota forthe Paw 
Seventeen Years. ‘ 


Sr. Paul, Minn., Jan. 80.—Col, William 
Henry Harrison Taylor, for the past seven- 
teen years State Librarian of Minnesota, died 
at his home, 71 Iglehart street, ata few min- 
utes after 1 o’clock this morning after an ill- 
ness of five or six months. Col. Taylor was 
a native of Virginia, an adopted gon of Ohio, 
in whose cavalry he served with distinction 
through the late war, and since 1867 has re- 
sided in this State, being State Librarian 
since 1877. His first wife was his second 
cousin, a daughter of General, afterwards 
President, William Henry Harrison, whose 
private secretary Col. Taylor was while he 
was President. In the 30s he was for four 
years Postmaster at Cincinnati. Col, Taylor 
was one of the oldest State Librarians in the 
United States, as well as one of the best 
known. He was born at. Richmond, Va., 
Nov. 28, 18138.
